The  members  of  the  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention  assembled 
at  the  meeting-house  of  the  Silo.im  Baptist  Church,  Marion,  Perry 
county,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.  on  Saturday,  Nov.  2,  1850. 

The  President,  Thomas  Chilton,  opened  the  mooting  with  appro- 
priate remarks,  reading  the  Scriptures,  singing,  and  prayer.

■by  B.  Manly,  D.  D.,  in  the  morning,  at  the  Baptist  Church.    Text, 


Rontons  10.1.  "  Brethren,  my  heart's  desire  and  prayer  to  God  for 
Israel  is,  that  they  might  bo  saved,"  a  forciblo  exhibition  of  the  par- 
allel between  primitive  and  modern  missions.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  sermon,  a  collection  wns  taken  up; — tho  proceed*,  amounting  to 
about  980,  were  equally  divided  between  Foreign  and  Domestic  Mis- 
sions, At  the  same  hour  Rev,  E.  11.  Tengne  preached  at  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Rev.  L.  L.  Fox  at  tho  Methodist,  Rev.  P.  M.  Mus- 
grove  to  the  colored  people. 

In  the  afternoon,  Rev.  Eli  Rail  preached  in  the  Baptist  Church— 
Text,  Col.  1.28.  Rev.  A.  Vaullooso  at  tho  same  hour  to  tho  colored 
people. 

An  night  an  eloquent  sermon  was  delivered  before  the  Alabama 
Baptist  Bible  Society,  by  Rev.  1).  P.  Bestor,  from  Prov.  'J'J.'-IO— Alter 
which,  interesting  addicsses  were  made  bv  Bro.  Chilton  and  others, 
and  a  collection  of  about  four  hundred  dollars  taken  up,

The  Committee  of  Air, ml  for  the  premium  of  8200  for  tho  best  lis- 
say  oil  the  Duties  of  Christian  Masters  to  their  Servants,  reported, 
through  the  Chairman.  II;  Manly,  I).  D..  recommending  that  tho  pre- 
mium he  equally  divided  between  the  essays  of  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Sturgis, 
Greensboro',  Ala.,  and  that  of  the  Rev.  II.  N.  MeTyeire,  of  New  Or- 
leans, La.  The  essay  of  Rev.  A.T.  Holmes,  of  Nu'yucvillo,  Houston 
county,  Ga.,  was  declared  worthy  of  special  notice,  and  request  was 
mndu  that  all  of  them  might  be  published.     (See  Appendix  15.) 

The  President  of  the  Convention  read  a  letter  from  Bishop  R.  Paine, 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  expressing  a  very  warm  interest 
in  the  subject  of  the  premium  essays,  but  staling  that  such  was  tho 
nature  of  his  engagements,  as  to  prevent  his  acting  on  the  Committee 
of  Award.  Ho  also  remarked  that  Gov.  Collier,  on  being  request- 
ed had,  agreed  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  occasioned.  All  the  other 
gentlemen  had  signified  their  willingness  to  act  on  the  Committee  of 
Award. 

The  reading  of  the  essays,  between  which  it  is  recommended  that 
the  premium  should  be  divided,  being  called  for,  tho  yeas  and  nays 
were  taken.     Nays  f>0;  yeua  49. 

Business  was  suspended  to  hear  a  letter  from  Bro.  Jenkins,  enclos- 
ing $1000  for  purposes  of  the  Convention,  whereupon  it  was

Dear  brethren,  can  you  not,  in  your  wisdom,  arrange  some'plan  byarnicl; 
the  gospel  may  bo  preached  more  effectually  and  successfully  ?  I  fool 
(rilling  to  aid  you,  and  pray  God  may  speed  such  an  effort.  I  enclose 
and  herewith  scud  you  one  thousand  dollars,  lour  hundred  of  which,  1 
wish  to  he  applied  to  promote  preaching  to  the  black  population  of  this 
State  1  hope  you  will  apply  it  to  their  special  benefit.  I  also  wish  two 
hundred  dollars  to  be  applied  to  the  benefit  of  young  men  preparing  for 
the  ministry,  and  the  remaining  four  hundred  dollars  is  to  bo  applied  for 
the  spread  of  (lie  pospel  among  the  most  destitute.  May  (lud  bless  you 
and  all  your  laudable  efforts.     Your  aged  servant,

Tlio  report  of  the  Hoard  of  Directors  of  the  Convention  was  rend 
and  adopted.     (See  Appendix  II.) 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  was  read  and 
adopted.     (See  Appendix  I.) 

Resolved,  That  the  claims  of  the  American  Indian  Mission  Association 
are  entitled  to  our  highest  rcgnrd  and  wannest  christian  sympathy,  and 
that  we  endeavor  to  sustain  it  by  our  prayers  and  contributions. 

Resolved,  That  the  Southern  Baptist  Publication  Society  claim  the  at- 
tention and  hearty  co-operation  of  this  body. 

The  report  of  the  Committer  on  Education,  with  accompanying 
resolutions,  was  read,  and  the  report  adopted.     (See  Appendix  K.) 

The  resolutions  were  adopted  severally  as  follows: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  brethren  of  the  Tuakcgeo  and  Liberty  Associa- 
tions deserve  the  esteem  of  the  denomination  for  their  spirited  exertions 
to  establish  Associational  Schools  of  a  high  order,  and  wo  earnestly  wish 
them  much  success  in  their  noble  and  pious  undertakings. 

2.  Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  corres- 
pond with  brethren  all  over  the  State;  mid  if  advisable,  take  any  farther 
appropriate  measures,  at  once  to  secure  the  ends  alluded  to  in  the  pro- 
position of  the  Cahawba  Association.

•  3.  Resolved,  That  we  nt  once  attempt  to  raise  the  aum  of  S3&.000  for  a 
permanent  endowment  of  the  Presidency  of  this  Institution,  in  the  spirit, 
and  under  the  provisions  above  alluded  to. 

The  business  of  the  Convention  was  thus  suspended  for  half  ftn 
hour  to  obtain  subscriptions  to  endow  the  Presidency.  The  sum  of 
814,050,  altogether,  was  pledged  to  support  the  tfd  Resolution.

Rexolred,  That  this  Convention  derm  it.  of  great  importance  to  appoint 
proper  ami  efficient  agents  to  raise  the  endowment  of  §100,000  for  Howard 
Collogc,  and  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  said  college  aro  requested  to 
appoint  three  agents,  with  such  compensation  as  the.  said  hoard  may  de- 
signate. 

Rexolred,  That  among  the  several  religious  papers  recommended  hy 
the  Committee  on  Periodicals,  we  deem  the  South  Western  Rapfixt  as  pe- 
culiarly entitled  to  the  patronage  and  encouragement  of  the  denomina- 
tion and  the  public  generally,  and  urge  upon  our  brethren  its  support. 

Resohed,  That  the  President  have  power  to  appoint  th<>  committees  on 
Temperance,  hhltwation,  Domcxtiv.  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Sabbath 
Schtmlx  for  next  year,  at  tome  early  time  of  leisure  after  tho  adjournment 
of  the  Convention.

The  Ninth  Annual  Rcjwrt  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Howard  College, 

The  Hoard  of  Trustees  of  Howard  College  respectfully  submit  a  record 
of  their  proceedings,  and  of  the  operations  of  the  institution  for  another 
year,  in  the  following  report: 

One  of  the  first  and  most  important  measures  adopted  by  your  Board, 
since  the  last  session  of  the  <  '(invention,  relates  to  the  plan  of  endowment. 
In  hopes  of  rendering  the  advantages  afforded  by  the  institution  accessi- 
ble to  many  who  are  deterred  from  entering,  or  compelled  to  pursue  a 
]  attial  course,  on  account  of  the  expense ;  and  in  hopes,  also,  of  increas- 
ing the'  permanent  fund  more  rapidly,  they  deemed  it  advisable  to  modify 
the  system  of  scholarships.  According  to  the  plan  originally  adopted, 
those  subscribing  the  sum  of  ^It'fiO,  were  entitled  to  a  p<  rmunenf  scholar- 
ship; and  those  subscribing  $a(M)  to  eight  years'  tuition  :  while  less  than 
this  amount,  gave  no  return.  Many  other  institutions  have  adopted  a 
plan  of  cheaper  scholarships  and  found  it  to  work  well.  IJelioving,  there- 
tore,  that  the  interests  of  the  College  would  ho  promoted  thereby,  your 
Hoard  determined  to  oiler  scholarships,  in  future,  on  the  terms  set  forth 
in  the  following  plan  : 

1.  Any  person,  or  persons,  subscribing  five  hundred  dollars,  shall  ho 
entitled  to  a  permanent  scholarship;  that  if,  to  the  tuition  of  one  pupil  irt 
prr/iitiio. 

'J.  Any  minister  of  the  gospel,  or  any  church  for  a  minister,  subscrib- 
ing two  hundred  and  fifty  collars,  shall  he  entitled  to  a  perpetual  scholar- 
ship. 

.'J>.  Any  person,  or  persons,  subscribing  one  hundred  dollars,  shall  he 
entitled  to  a  single  scholarship;  that  is,  to  the  tuition  of  one  particular 
individual,  through  the  regular  collegiato  course  of  four  years,  or  to  tui- 
tion anv  equivalent  number  of  years  in  any  department  of  the  institution, 

4.  All  subscriptions,  unless  paid  in  cash,  shall  be  made  by  notes  pnya- 
ablo  when  the  plan  of  this  endowment  matures,  lieforo  the  privileges  of 
*iugle  scholarships  can  bo  enjoyed,  tho  principal  must  bo  paid  into  tbo. 
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treasury ;  but  in  cases  of  permanent  scholarships,  students  may  be  admit- 
ted on  payment  of  the  nnnual  intercut. 
5.  The  Treasurer  shall  issue  certificates  on  the  payment  of  subscrip- 

tion,  and  these  shall  not  bo  transferable  except  in  permanent  scholarships. 
(').  Students  admitted  on  the  scholarship  basis  shall  he  subject  to  the 
same  discipline  and  regulations  as  other  students,  and  there  shall  he  no 
substitution  in  ease  of  expulsion,  dismission,  or  withdrawal,  (except  in 
permanent  scholarships)  and  no  money  shall  he  refunded  in  any  ease. 

7.  The  obligations  and  privileges  of  subscriptions  in  pursuance  of  this 
plan,  shall  take  effect  the  first  of  October,  1850. 

8.  Nothing  contained  in  the  above  shall  he  so  construed  as  to  affect  in 
any  manner  subscriptions  already  made,  until  the  sum  of  $.10,000  shall 
have  been  subscribed  on  this  basis;  when  all  former  subscribers  to  the 
Literary  Fund  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  Advantages  as  the  new,  to  wit: 
those  who  have  paid  one  hundred  dollars,  to  a  single  scholarship ;  two 
hundred  to  two ;  live  hundred  to  a  permanent  scholarship,  &c:  rxcfpi, 
that  any  individual  who  has  already  subscribed  one  hundred  dollars,  or 
more,  to  the  Literary  Fund,  inny,  by  increasing  this  amount  to  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  be  entitled  to  a  permanent  scholarship. 

The  above  scheme  will,  we  think,  commend  itself  to  the  approval  of  the 
Convention   and   of  the  denomination,  for  the  following,  among  other 


reasons : 


1.  It  places  the  means  of  liberal  education  within  the  reach  of  many 
who  might  not  be  able  to  incur  the  expense  of  higher  tuition  : 

2.  It  enables  benevolent  individuals  to  aid  indigent  young  men.  Some 
have  already  purchased  scholarship''  ;.  ad  others  will  no  doubt  do  so,  who 
have  no  sons  to  educate,  but  with  the  \  inw  id'  aiding  the  College,  and  per- 
initting  those  who  are  needy  and  deserving  to  enjoy  the  advantages  of  lib- 
eral education,  though  they  may  not  intend  studying  for  the  ministry. 

;>.  Churches  can  for  a  small  sum  provide  for  the  education  of  the  sons 
of  their  pastors.  If  this  subject  were  properly  presented,  there  are  no 
doubt  many  churches  which  would  cheerfully  raise  $250  fur  this  laudable 
object. 

4.  Parents  can  provide  for  their  children  and  their  children's  children 
an  invaluable  legacy;  for  the  sum  of  $500  they  can  secure  .to  them  the 
right  to  tuition  as  long  as  the  institution  shall  endure,  which,  if  it  is  once 
properly  endowed,  will  be  as  long  as  knowledge  shall  lie  prized  or  its 
blessings  known. 

5.  The  plan  is  calculated  to  secure  for  tin*  College  a  greater  number  of 
patrons  and  friends,  to  interest  the  brethren  individually,  and  more  com- 
pletely in  its  success.  And  this,  after  all.  is  the  great  desideratum  at  the 
present  time.  An  institution  may  be  richly  endowed,  it  may  possess  an 
able  corps  of  instructors,  and  all  the  Appliances  for  imparting  knowledge, 

.  yet,  if  it  wants  the  confidence,  or  fails  to  interest  the  .sympathies,  id'  the 
public,  it  cannot  command  an  extensive  patronage,  and  must  fail  of  ac- 
complishing any  great  good  in  the  cause  of  education.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  entire  liabilities  aro  less  than  the  interest 
now  «luo,  by  about  §800, 

Among  the  most  liberal  benefactors  ami  zealous  friends  of  the  College 
may  be  mentioned,  without  making  unjust  distinctions,  15m.  Shepherd 
Spencer,  sr.,  of  Suntfer  county,  lie  has  recently  contributed  $1500,  and 
is  otherwise  laboring  assiduously  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  College. 
And  have  wo  not  reason  to  believe,  that  when  the  importance  of  securing 
to  the  denomination  an  institution  of  high  character  shall  bo  generally 
felt,  others  will  he  alike  interested  in  the  educational  effort's  of  the  Con- 
vention? There  is,  perhaps,  no  way  in  which  money  can  ho  invested  for 
the  purpose  of  doing  good,  of  benefiting  mnukind  and  honoring  Cod. 
which  surpasses  or  even  equals  that  of  endowing  institutions  of  learning; 
especially  when  such  institutions  are  under  proper  moral  and  religious  in- 
fluences, and  like  the  Howard,  contain  provisions  for  •educating  young 
men  for  the  Christian  ministry.  The  money  thus  invested  is  not  con- 
sumed with  the  using.  The  good  it  does  to-day  it  can  repeat  to-morrow, 
and  again  next  day,  next  week,  next  year,  until  eternity  alone  can  reveal 
the  results.  Will  not  those  whom  the  Lord  has  blessed  in  the  accumula- 
tion of  wealth,  contribute  some  portion  of  their  abundance  for  an  ohject 
like  this? 

The  number  of  students  registered  during  the  last  collegiate  year  is 
115,  of  whom  12  are  members  of  the  Theological  Department,  and  engaged 
in  studies  preparatory  to  the  ministry.  At  the  last  annual  Commence- 
ment, an  interesting  and  promising  class  of  five  young  men  received  the 
honors  of  graduation. 

It  is  also  proper,  and  due  to  all  the  young  gentlemen  connected  with 
the  Institution,  that  the  Hoard  should  tliu*  publicly  testify  to  the  correct- 
ness and  propriety  of  their  deportment,  and  to  their  industry  and  applica- 
tion to  study. 

While  the  health  of  the  students  has  been  in  general  remarkably  good, 
we  have  to  record  the  afflicting  hand  of  Providence  iu  the  death  of  one  of 
thoir  number,  John  II.  Bishop,  a  member  of  the  Theological  Class.  Bro. 
Bishop  entered  the  institution  about  the  first  of  January  last,  lie  was  at 
that  tune  injfeeblo  health,  but  applying  himself  with  unwearied  diligence 
to  his  studies,  he  gave  promise  of  nigh  scholarship  and  eminent  useful- 
ness, lie  was  a  young  man  of  exemplary  piety,  and  devotedly  attached 
to  the  sacred  work  to  which  ho  had  consecrated  his  life.  But  tho  master 
called,  and  he  has  pone  to  his  rest. 

During  the  last  session  the  College  was  visited  with  a  gracious  revival  ol 
religion,  and  several  of  the  students  made  profession  of  a  hope  in  the  Sa- 
vior. This,  together  with  the  fact  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  students 
now  in  the  higher  classes  are  professors  of  religion  and  consistent  and  or- 
derly members  of  the  Church,  ought  to  afford  encouragement  to  the  friends 
of  tho  College,  and  lead  to  more  active  and  efficient  exertions  for  its  sup- 
port on  the  part  of  tho  denomination  generally. 

Under  tho  able  and  judicious  management  of  Prof.  Curtis,  tho  number 
of  Theological  students  is  gradually  increasing ;  regular  classes  have  been 
formed,  and  this  department  is,  wo  believe,  beginning  to  answer  more 
fully  tho  expectations  of  its  founders.    Tho  course  of  instruction  now  pur- 
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sued  embraces  thrco  classes  of  ono  year  each,  and  a  fuller  course  is  also 
prescribed  Cor  thoso  whoso  circumstances  will  permit  them  to  remain  in 
the  institution  a  longer  period.  As  the  attainments  of  all  who  have  ap- 
plied for  any  period,  are  very  limited,  it  becomes  necessary  for  them  to 
devote  much  of  their  time  to  studies  which  are  properly  auxiliary  to  The- 
olocy.  These  studies  are  pursued  in  connection  with  classes  in  the  lite- 
rary department,  and  the  Theological  1'rofessor  is  thus  relieved  of  an 
amount  of  labor,  which  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  a  simde  indi- 
vidual to  perform.  The  Board  take  much  pleasure  in  commending  this 
branch  of  the  institution  to  the  special  attention  of  your  body,  believing 
that  the  Convention  will  very  cheerfully  promote  its  interests  iii  all  possi- 
ble respects.

Report  on  Domestic  MiwiGiM. 

It  is  well  understood  that  thin  Convention  has  no  Missions,  cither  For- 
eign or  Domestic,  under  its  immediate  supervision. 

So  fur  as  Missions  are  concerned,  it,  is  simply  the  channel  through 
which  funds  contributed  in  this  State  for  those  objects  are  conveyed  to 
the  Hoards  having  such  missions  in  charge. 

All  funds  sent  to  this  body  for  Domestic  Missions,  are  forwarded  to  the 
Southern  Domestic  Hoard,  to  be  appropriated  as  in  their  judment  inuy  be 
most  judicious. 

Hence  your  committee  invite  your  attention  to  that  field. 

It  is  distinctly  and  accurately  defined  by  the  term  '•Southern"  or  "Slave* 
holding"  stales.  It  cm  braises  an  area  ot  about  901,000  square  miles,  and 
a  population  of  about  l(i,(i()0,(H)ii,  and  increasing  at  the ruto  of  700  daily, 
or  2*5,500  annually.  It  possesses  resources  capable  of  sustaining  a  pop- 
ulation beyond  a  prospect  of  accumulation.  Its  productive  soils,  its  vari- 
ety and  extent  of  minerals,  its  salubrity  of  climate,  its  facilities  for  manu- 
facturing, and  adaptation  to  every  species  of  agricultural, -mechanical  and 
commercial  enterprise  must,  in  process  of  time,  invite  an  immense  popu- 
lation. .Inst  in  proportion  to  its  population  is  its  importance  as  a  Domes- 
tic Missionary  field. 

At  this  time  there  are  about  1,100,000  members  connected  with  what  are 
denominated  evangelical  churches.  That  is,  a  fraction  over  one  tenth  of 
the  entire  population.  There  are  also  some  440,000  Roman  Catholics, 
besides  which  there  are  many  other  religious  sects,  varying  in  character 
from  a  respectable  morality  to  gross  infidelity. 

That  this  field  needs  special  and  vigorous  ofl'oit,  will  appear  from  the 
consideration  of  a  few  frets. 

Only   about  one-tenth  of  our   population,  according  to  a  most  liberal  . 

charity,  can  be  regarded  as  pious.  M 

There  are  about  5,700  evangelical  ministers  in  the  Southern  State.-.  \jj 

Were  these  equally  distributed  over  the  whole  held,  and  devoted 
exclusively  to  the  work  of  the  ministry,  each  would  have  a  charge  of 
17")  1  souls. 

Take  an  axample  of  Bible  destitution,  Of  123,045  families  visited  by 
Bible  distributers  31.Q07,  or  about  one-fourth,  were  destitute  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures.  And  a  much  larger  proportion  were  without  ali  other  kinds 
of  religious  hooks. 

Take  an  illustration  of  prevailing  ignorance.  According  to  the  cen- 
sus of  1840,  thoro  are  315,000  over  twenty  years  of  age,  who  can  neither 
read  nor  write.  Quito  recently  a  church,  by  a  committee  offivo  of  its 
members,  made  application  to  the  Board  for  aid  in  sustaining  the  minia- 
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tor  of  their  choice.  Four  of  the  committee  signed  tho  document  by  mak- 
iug  their  mark. 

In  thin  field  there  nro  about  400,000  Baptists,  of  whom,  it  is  estimated 
that  130,000  an;  colored. 

Were  all  our  preachers  in  the  field  there  would  he  only  ono  to  3,0-JG 
persons — and  one  baptist  to  2.1  persons. 

This,  then,  is  no  time  for  slumber,  nor  fur  relaxation  of  effort.  The 
field  is  wide  and  inviting,  Every-  evil  power  is  striving  to  possess  it, 
This  is.  and  is  to  be  the  great  battle  ground  of  opinion,  both  secular  and 
religions. 

Here  is  the  groat  missionary  field  for  the  Southern  Baptists,  for  all 
Southern  Christians. 

The  Southern  Hoard  of  Domestic  Missions  is  the  general  organization 
of  the  denomination  for  this  work.  This  becomes  efficient  or  otherwise 
in  proportion  to  the  means  furnished  for  prosecuting  tho  Missions  of  the 
Board. 

During  the  Inst  six  months  ending  Oct.  1,  1850,  the  resources  of  the 
Board  were  uhout  87,000,  including  tie-  sum  of  $1,75G  in  tin'  treasury, 
April  1st,  1830.  This  is  a  slight  improvement  on  the  preceding  year  to 
the  same  date.  For  the  lust  twelve  months,  endingOct.  1st,  the  resources 
of  the  Board  were  $12,000,  Of  this  sum  Aluhamn  contributed  about 
!?  1,500.  A  sum  quite  too  smull — considering  the  number  and  ability  of  the 
Baptists  in  tin' state,  and  the  importance  of  the  cause;  and  especially 
since  this  is  the  only  method  the  Convention  has  for  sustaining  it.  $5,UU0 
is  a  moderate  sum  for  this  State. 

To  secure  figures  to  a  requisite  amount,  a  system  is  necessary. 

Your  Committee  proposo  the  following: 

Pr.AN  ok  raisimo  Fuivos.  Wo  need  a  plan  which  will  reach  every  meni- 
herof  the  church,  rich  and  poor,  mule  and  female,  white  nnd  colored;  nnd 
that  shall  he  adapted  to  the  circumstances  of  all.  The  Holy  Spirit  has  fur- 
nished such  on  one.  It  is  recorded,  1  Cor.  10,  2:  "Upon  the  first  day  of 
tli<'  week,  Id  every  one  of  you  lay  by  h'nn  in  store,  as  God  hath  prospered  /am." 
This  plan  reaches  nil.  "Let  every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store."  There 
is  no  exception.  The  measure  of  this  contribution  is  also- adjusted.  ".'7* 
God  hath  prospered  him."  How  just  nnd  reasonable!  The  poor  need  not 
be  ashamed  to  cast  in  their  "two  mites"  because  it  is  not  equal  to  the 
abundance  of  the  rich.  The  rich  are  not  allowed  tomeiisurc  their  duty  by 
tho  ability  of  the  poor;  hut  by  their  own  prosperity.  This  j.'an  requires  u 
regular  and  stated  contribution.  "  Upon  the  first  day  of  the  meek*  Sonic 
men's  business  is  such  that  a  weekly  estimate  cannot  be  made  of  their  in- 
come. In  such  cases  the  spirit  of  the  law  will,  doubtless,  bo  regarded  if  such 
stated  periods  are  honestly  and  conscientiously  observed  as  arc  adapted  to 
their  peculiar  calling — whether  weekly,  monthly,  quarterly,  or  annually:  ns 
some  receive  their  income  at  these  several  periods.  The  law  requires  some 
fonn  of  slated,  systematic  action. 

This  plan  is  simple,  just,  and  of  universal  adaptation.  It  is  of  Divine  ori- 
gin, and  enforced  by  Divine  authority.  Why  not  adopt  it — Why  seek  anv 
other  ?  The  beauty  "of  it  is,  that  while  it  lays  nn  obligation  on  "  every  one, ' 
it  leaves  all  to  act  with  entire  freedom ;  and  thus  devclopes  both  the  honesty 
and  benevolence  of  all.  "  For  the  Lord  loveth  a  cheerful  giver."  He  has  net 
stated  the  amount,  in  dollars  and  cents,  which  each  one  shall  contribute. 
This  would  be  a  tax  which  might  be  paid  without  any  benevolent  feeling  to- 
wards the  object  for  which  it  is  contributed,  or  lovo  to  Him  who  requires  it. 
The  general  law  is,  "  let  every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store,  as  God  hath 
prospered  him."  But  God. has  left  it  to  every  one,  "  as  hepurposeth  in  his 
liearl?  how  much  of  his  income  ho  will  give. 

Your  committee  recommend  that,  as  none  aro  too  poor  ■  to  pay  ten  cents 
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annually  for  this  object,  cacfi  member,  male  and  female,  white  and  colored 
be  solicited  to  contribute  ten  cents,  or  more,  annually,  to  this  object.  Tine 
will  not  prevent  the  rich,  as  well  as  tho  poor,  from  giving  as  Ciod  has  proe- 
percd  them.     Neither  does  it  prevent  any  from  giving  oltencr. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  each  church  appoint  a  committee  of  two 
or  more,  prudent  and  active  members  to  visit  all  for  the  purpose  of  solicit- 
ing these  contributions.  The  town  and  neighborhood  where  the  members 
reside  mny  be  divided  into  districts  for  the  convenience  of  the  Committee; 
ouo  district  being  assigned  to  each  collector,  who  should  bo  furnished 
with  the  mimes  of  all  the  church  members  residing  in  his  district.  Some- 
tunes  females  may  compose  a  part  of  this  committee. 

Were  all  the  objects  of  benevolence,  claiming  the  support  of  the  churches, 
entrusted  to  this  committee  and  like  contributions  solicited  for  each,  the' 
amount  of  funds  would  he  greatly  increased  and  the  necessity  of  amenta, 
in  part  removed.  In  such  an  arrangement  a  card,  or  subscription  paper] 
should  be  "prepared  with  separate  columns,  adapted  to  the  several  objects  of 
benevolence  which  the  church  sustains. 

The  donors  must  select  their  own  channel  of  communication  with  the 
Hoard  of  Domestic.  Missions.  Either  send  direct  to  Marion,  or  to  thcir 
jun  association,  and  from  thence  to  tho  State  Conventicn.  When  sent  di- 
rectly to  the  Hoard,  or  paid  to  an  agent,  the  sum  can  be  reported  to  the  as- 
sociation and  appear  in  the  minutes  of  that  body. 

In  these  remarks  there  is  no  intention  to  undervalue  the  importance  of 
ether  benevolent  enterprises.  Hut  in  view  of  the  immense  influx  of  Foreign 
immigration,  of  tho  extreme  destitution  of  many  portions  of  this  field,  of  the 
demand  that  our  negroes  have  upon  us  for  the  Gospel,  the  Hoard  consider  that 
<ur  own  country  bus  the  first  claim  upon  our  sympathies,  contributions  and 
prayers. 

Therefore,  the  churches  are  earnestly  requested  to  urge  the  adoption  of 
the  foregoing  plan  unless  they  have  one  better.  The  Hoard  need  the  fund*-. 
it  will  secure  a  larger  amount  than  is  now  realized.  It  is  adapted  to  every 
variety  o*  pecuniary  ability.  It  will  secure  a  general  action  and  interest  in  - 
the  cause  of  benevolence.  It  will  in  a  great  measure,  if  generally  adopted, 
supersede  the  work  of  collecting  a  (rents.  Those  aro  objects  of  importance  ,. 
to.  secure  which  every  christian  should  most  devoutly  pray,  and  vigorously. 
ubor.        All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

Tho  objects  for  which  the  Committee  on  Foreign  .Missions  has  boon  ap 
pointed,  will  be  answered  when  they  have  laid  before  this  body  u  condensed 
fiewof  the  success  of  the  missionary  enterprise,  its  condition  and  proa 
poets,  and  such  suggestions  as  may  be  prompted  by  such  a  view. 

It  is  a  cause  of  laudable  gratification,  that  God  has  employed  the  Bap- 
tists as  pioneers  in  the  revival  of  the  missionary  institution,  which  had 
lain  crushed  by  nominal  Christianity  for  centuries. 

It  has  been  justly  said  by  Dr.  Humphrey,  a  1'iodobaptist,  that  "the 
Baptists  were  tho  first  of  those  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  which  aro 
•i.>w  the  brightest  gems  in  the  British  diadem;  and  the  names  of  Fullrr, 
and  Hall,  and  Carey,  and  Marshman,  and  Foster,  and  Gregory,  will  bo 
held  in  everlasting  remembrance." 

Thousands  of  eyes  are  turned  to  the  year  1792,  when  the  pious  members- 
•>f  the  Northampton  Baptist  Association  gravely,  piously  and  prayerfully 
began  to  move  in  this  groat  enterprise.    This  work  has  gone  steadily  oc,  . 

») 
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like  a  river,  swollen  with  a  flood  from  tlie  clouds,  widening  and  deepen- 
ing, until  it  has  spread  over  the  whole  earth. 

This  great  missionary  enterprise  thus  revived,  has  brought  into  exor- 
cise kindred  spirits  in  all  Christian  denominations,  and  has  called  into 
existence  many  useful  auxiliaries,  By  a  Baptist  in  England  was  tlio 
British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  first  proposed;  and  bv  another  of  the 
panic  denomination  was  the  Sabbath  School  Union  in  Knghind  formed. 
Publication  societies,  and  various  other  pious  associations,  have  become 
efficient  auxiliaries  to  the  missionary  enterprise.  The  present  may  em- 
phatically be  called  the  Missionary  Period. 

There  are  now  employed  in  the  foreign  field,  by  all  evangelical  denomi- 
nations in  Knrope  and  America,  more  than  1430  missionaries;  I'.IO assist- 
ants, and  2030  native  preachers,  Of  this  number  about  142  are  union;* 
the  North  American  Indians;  307  in  South  America  and  the  West  Indies; 
230  in  Africa;  3'J  in  Western  Asia :  30  in  Rnrmnh  and  Sinin;  403  in 
India,  and  Ceylon  ;  70  ill  China;  120  in  the  South  Sea  Islands,  and  54 
among  the  Jews, 

Of  this  number  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  have  ,",S;  IS  in  China  and  'Jn  in  Africa, 

The  Bible  has  been  transit  I'd  in  whole  or  in  part,  either  by  missiona- 
ries or  others,  into  about  200  different  languages.  To  carry  forward  the 
printing  of  Bibles  and  other  hooks  in  heathen  lands,  there  are  .">.'>  printing 
establishments.  For  the  instruction  of  children  and  adults,  there  ure 
hundreds  of  schools  and  some  colleges. 

To  sustain  all,  these  means  of  evangelizing  the  heathen,  including  some 
branches  of  these  benevolent  measures  in  Christian  lands,  Great  Britain 
expends  manually  nliout  S4.K37 ,000,  and  the  United  States  probably  not 
less  than  $2,000,000  annually. 

The  result  of  all  these  labors,  appliances  nnd  expenses,  lias  been  the 
religious  education  of  thousands;  the  conversion  of  hundreds  of  thousands; 
the  planting  of  gospel  churches,  and  the  erection  of  places  of  worship  in 
the  lands  of  idolaters ;  Iho  planting  of  the  banner  of  tlio  cross  on  the  dc- 
m  li-hcd  fortress  of  the  del  il, 

The  onward  progress  of  this  great  work  is  enough  to  encourage  every 
believing  heart,  that  in  less  than  half  n  century  more,  the  whole  earth 
shall  be  filled  with  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord. 

Your  committee  will  close  this  report  by  proposing,  for  the  adoption  of 
the  Convention,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions: 

WliF.KEAS,  the  B.iards  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  are  pressed 
with  applications  fur  laborers  to  occupy  the  wide  Holds  of  destitution  for 
which  they  were  organized;  and  whereas,  our  charities  ought  to  keep  pace 
with  the  increase  of  our  numbers,  our  wealth,  and  the  enlls  of  tied  upon 
US:    Therefore, 

Uesolvrci,  That,  in  our  opinion,  the  Baptists  in  Alabama  are  able,  and, 
if  properly  appealed  to,  will,  and  ought  to  raise  this  year  for  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Missions,  not  less  than  §7,500,  which  will  be  equal  to  about  10 
cents  lor  each  mcm'jcr  of  our  churches  for  each  id' our  missions. 

Rewired,  That  we,  the  delegates  to  this  Convention,  will  use  our  indi- 
vidual endeavors  to  raise  the  above  amount  for  the  above  specified  objects, 
whatever  else  wo  may  do  for  other  great  enterprises  whicn  wo  aro  endea- 
voring to  sustain.

The  Committee  on  Periodicals  Report  i 

That  periodicals,  especially  newspapers,  aro  now  become,  in  the  re- 
gards of  intelligent  persons,  well  nigh  as  indispensable  as  food  and  cloth- 
ing.   They  are  the  main  sourco  of  intellectual  supply  to  the  masses;  »ud 
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cimiBt  therefore  exert  a  controlling  influence  over  the  morulH  nnd  mind  of 
the  oountry.  How  important,  therefore,  tli<«  duty  of  seeing  to  it,  no  far  ax 
niir  means  may  allow,  that  this  species  of  rfii'liiij^  mailer  hu  healthful  in 
the  tone  of  its  morals,  and  elevated  in  that  of  its  literature. 

Your  Committee  can  only,  »t  present,  recommend  to  the  patronage  of 
the  Convention  and  its  friends,  the  Missionary  Jmrnal,  a  monthly  record 
published  under  the  editorial  supervision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  IJoardof 
Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions,  at  Richmond,  Va.;  the  Commission, 
(which  may  he  made  a  second  American  Messenger,)  puhlished  at  the 
name  place;  the  Indian  Advocate,  puhlished  nt  Louisville,  Ky„  and  tin1 
Sjiith- Western  fiajrfi.it,  the  organ  of  the  denomination  in  tin*  South-West. 
In  the  churoctur  and  success  of  this  weekly,  in  oonsonuenco  of  the  wide 
li  dd  it  now  occupies,  the  character  of  the  denomination  is  to  a  considera- 
ble extent  involved.         Respectfully  submitted.

It  should  stimulate  us  to  renewed 
efforts  in  the  work  before  us.  Tho  ample  provision  which  has  been  made 
in  the  contributions  of  the  present  year  for  the  students  of  Howard  College, 
•  annot  but  impress  all  wiili  the  extent  to  which  that  institution  is  growing 
in  the  affections  of  the  Baptists  throughout  Alabama, 

Your  Committee  notice  with  pleasure,  that  efforts  are  being  made 
within  tho  bounds  of  the  Liberty  and  Tuskegee  Associations  to  creel  fe- 
male institutions  of  learning  of  high  order,  the  one  at  La  Fayette,  the 
other  at  Tuskegee.  It  cannot  admit  of  a  doubt,  that  the  prosperity  of  our 
denomination  is  identified  with  the  educational  facilities  which  wc  provide 
for  the  rising  generation,  male  and  female. 

V/c  also  notice,  that  an  increased  interest  is  being  manifested  in  the  re- 
ligious instruction  of  our  black  population. 

We  find  two  applications  for  the  next  Convention.  The  one  is  from  the 
Liberty  Association,  for  it  to  be  held  at  La  Fayette,  Chambers  county. 
The  other  is  from  the  Tuskegee  Association,  for  it  to  be  held  at  Tuskegee, 
Macon  county.  Without  discriminating  in  favorof  either  application,  we 
submit  the  matter  to  the  Convention.  Wrc  may  say,  however,  that  we  be- 
lieve it  would  promote  tho  interests  pf  the  denomination  to  hold  the  next 
Beesion  of  this  body  somewhere  in  Mast  Alabama. 

Wc  notice  nothing  clso  necessary  to  be  presented  to  the  Convention  in 
this  report.        All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Your  committee  regret  that  so  few  data  have  boon  furnished  this  body 
Itv  the  letters  from  Churches  and  Associations  to  this  session  of  the  Con« 
vention,  in  reganl  to  the  state  of  religion  in  Alabama.  They  are  compel- 
led t«  resort,  therefore,  to  other  sources  of  information. 

We  are  happy  to  inform  you  tliat  the  cause  of  Christ  in  our  State  is  on- 
ward. This  good  news  has  reached  us,  mainly,  through  tliat  reporter  of 
glad  tidings,  the  South-Westorn  Baptist,  from  that  valuable  paper,  and 
trom  the  .Minutes  of  Associations  and  verbal  information,  wo  learn  with 
pleasure,  and  feelings  of  grntitnde  to  God,  that  revivals  of  religion  have 
been  enjoyed  by  SO  many  of  our  Churches,  in  nearly  all  the  Association* 
since  tin-  last  meeting  of  this  body,  as  to  afford  sufficient  evidence  tliat 
our  denomination  is  rapidly  increasing. 

Your  committee  arc  satisfied  that  the  cause  of  Christ  has  flourished 
mostly  in  the  Churches  and  Associations  engaged  in  the  Missionary  en- 
terpri/.e;  and  in  tlie  destitute  parts  supplied  by  the  Domestic  Missiona- 
ry Hoard.  Such  an,  evidence  on  the  part  of  God,  should  stimulate  chris- 
tians to  use  still  greater  exertions  in  the  cause  of  Missions,  foreign  and 
domestic. 

We  nre.  further,  gratified  to  learn  that  tho  cause  of  Christ  is  gaining 
ground  rapidly  among  our  colored  population.  This  long  neglected  peo- 
ple are  now  receiving  the  unremitting  attention  of  ministers  and  churches; 
and  in  no  department  of  Ministerial  and  Christian  labor  is  so  ample  a  re- 
ward reaped  as  from  the  black  population  of  our  state.  We  sincerely 
bone  the  spirit  of  evangelization  among  them  will  increase. 

Another  pleading  testimony  of  the  increase  of  piety  and  zeal  is  furnish- 
ed at  the  present  session  of  this  body,  by  the  number  of  representatives 
and  the  amount  of  funds  contributed  to  the  various  objects  cherished  by 
this  Convention.  As  piety  and  intelligence  increase  in  the  Churches,  ac- 
tive and  diffusive  benevolence  is  the  result. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  most  of  the  additions  to  the  Churches 
have  been  at  camp  and  protracted  meetings,  which  meetings  seem  to  he 
the  present  mode  of  making  instrumental  efforts  to  convert tho  people.  We 
fear,  however,  that  an  evil  lias  grown  out  of  these  meetings:  but  whether 
the  evil  is  accidental  or  in  the  system  of  human  instrumentalities  employed 
by  the  Churches,  we  would  not  rashly  decide.  The  evil  is  tMs:  revivals 
have  become  periodical.  The  preceding  generation  enjoyed  revivals  more 
uniformly  than  the  present.  Now,  many  arc  added  at  annual  protracted 
meetings  ;  then  additions  were  more  uniform  and  constant;  and  thepie- 
ty  of  tho  Churches,  of  course,  was  moro  uniform  and  constant.  Your 
committee  would  recommend  Ministers  to  warn  tho  Churches,  not  against 
muual  efforts,  but  against  periodical  piotv.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education. 

Whoever  has  noticed  the  changes  of  the  Inst  few  years  in  this  State, 
must  have  remarked  an  increased  tendency  to  place  Education  under  re- 
ligious guidance.  Episcopalans,  Presbyterians,  and  Methodists,  arc  all 
multiplying  denominational  Institutions  for  both  sexes,  and  of  various 
grades.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  arises  from  an  increasing  convic- 
tion that  any  system  of  Education  that  enlightens  the  intellect,  without 
aiming  proportionately  to  improve  the  moral  and  religious  powers,  is  es- 
sentially defective  in  a  most  vital  particular,  and  often  practically,  most 
pernicious, 

"Science  without  religion  conducts  but  to  a  liery  doom,  It,  apart  ('rem 
philosophy,  leads  astray.  Without  the  righteous  training  of  the  young, 
even  law  loses  all  its  ellicaey.  and  civilization  becomes  an  utter  failure. 
The  great  foundation  of  character  is  early  training,  beginning  from  a  mo- 
ther's arms  and  heart,  and  carried  on  through  all  the  discipline  of  early 
years.  Those  who  seek  to  improve  men  without  the  gospel,  must  hopo 
t<>  gather  grapes  of  thorns  and  figs  of  thistles." 

'The  respectable  and  increasing  share  which  the  Baptists  are  taking  in 
the  work  of  Education  throughout  the  state,  is  also  observable.  The  two 
institutions  at  Marion  are  the  only  ones  under  the  control  of  our  State 
Convention,  and  then-fere  stand  in  a  unique  relation  to  us.  But  it  should 
lie  a  matter  of  devout  thankfulness,  that  within  the  last  year  or  two,  in 
addition  to  those  previously  existing,  not  a  few  new  and  highly  respecta- 
ble schools  have  arisen,  whose  Principals  are  educated  Ministers,  or  in- 
fluential members  of  our  denomination,  and  whose  labors  will  all  hear,  to  a 
•  considerable  extent,  upon  the  great  work  of  religious  education. 

Still  it  is  evident  that,  without  some  strong  Institutions  of  our  own, 

impedimenta  to  religious  education  must  at  any  time  he;  liable  to  arise, 

•and  our  influence  in  this  great  work  can  never  he  equal   to  that  of  other 

'denominations;  much  less  to  what  is  due  to  our  own  large  and  increasing 

numbers. 

We  are  happy  also  to  learn,  that  two  of  our  Associations,  the  Liberty 
and  Tii.i,',(\'/"\  have  within  the  last  year  undertaken,  under  circumstances 
of  great  promise,  to  establish  schools  of  a  high  order.  Wo  should  he  hap- 
py if  every  Association  could  do  the  same. 

Denominations  are  the  only  organized  bodies  in  the  State  at  all  edoquato 
to  the  task  of  permanent  I  y  carrying  out  a  plan  of  Education,  on  a  thorough- 
ly religious  basis :  Not  that  it  need  or  should  be  in  any  offensive  sense, 
sectarian,  hut  that  such  are  the  jealousies  and  suspicions  of  conflicting 
parties,  that  no  system  practically  and  earnestly  religious,  can  ho  carried 
out  except  by  a  denomination,  in  all  events,  the  tendency  is  ami  will  bo 
for  all  parents  increasingly  to  desire  education  to  be  under  religious  gui- 
dance. The  risk  of  any  other  plan  is  too  great.  What  amount  of  knowl- 
edge of  Latin  and  Greek  can  compensate  to  a  parent's  heart  for  a  youth 
imbibing  dissipated  habits  which  he  may  never  overcome,  or  even  for  the 
fearful  uncertainty  that  he  may  imbibo  such.  But  gladly  will  pious  pa- 
rents send  their  children  away  for  a  season  to  Institutions  of  pious  learn- 
ing,  if  they  may  hope  soon  to  receive  them  again  forever,  with  their  minds  jfj 

trained,  christian  principles  actuating  them,  not  new  as  children,  but 
'members  in  Christ  also.  How  far  it  is  possible  to  realize  all  this,  it  may 
bo  difficult  to  determine,  but  could  the  experiment  have  consecrated  to  >t 
the  highest  wisdom  and  most  mature  experience  of  the  State,  the  result 
would  probably  meet  the  most  sanguine  wishes  and  expectations  to  all. 

It  is  plain  that,  if  we  do  not  build  up  Institutions  of  our  own,  other  de- 
nominations will;  Baptist  yrtuth  will  bo  educated  under  adverse  influ- 
•«n«es;  learning  will.. pass  out  of  our  hands  in  a  generation  or  two ;  the 


S  utc  \\  ill  then  bo  no  longor  young  us  it  in  now;  tilings  will  have  become 
old,  settled  and  fixed,  ami  it  will  be  Forever' too  lute  to  repair  our  course. 
This  is  the  crisis  of  out  denomination  in  this  State.  Never  hnd  a  denomi- 
nation a  fairer  opportunity  of  maturing  plans  of  the  highest  usefulness  to 
Future  generations,  We  have  numbers,  wealth,  enerjrv  to  a  high  decree— 
God  grant  the  result  may  prove  that  they  have  been  rightly  directed. 

One  of  our  State  Institutions,  the  .JtnsoN  Institutk,  has  now  been  es- 
tablished 12  years,  ami  has  through  the  blessing  of  (bid,  enjoyed  uniform 
prosperity'.  53  young  ladies  have  graduated  there.  During  the  print  year, 
six  or  seven  were  baptized,  making  nlmut  20  who  have  made  n  profession 
of  religion  while  studying  in  this  Institution  since  it  commenced,  \moit" 
the  hundreds  of  young  Indies  who  have  been  connected  with  it,  very  many 
have  subsequently  made  a  profession  of  religion,  and  peine  forth  into  the 
World  tu  take  a  high  stand  as  the  heads  of  the  must  important  and  influ- 
ential families  nf  the  State,  currying  their  religious  principles  with  them. 
This  Institution  is  self  supporting,  It  has  never  received  nnv  endow- 
moot  or  contribution  from  the  denomination  since  it  came  into  our  hands, 
hut  has  educated,  and  is  educating,  the  daughters  of  several  Baptist  Min- 
isters without  expense,  It  asks  only  the  continued  prayers  and  patron- 
tlg'i  of  the  Baptists,  We  are  happy  to  perceive,  it  is  gradually  and  in- 
creasingly becoming  not  only  a  Stale,  but  a  South  Western  Baptist  Insti- 
tution. At  its  last  anniversary,  in  addition  to  those  from  Alabama,  it  had 
students  from  Tennessee,'  Mississippi,  Arkansas,  Ijouisiaun  and  Texas, 
and  in  the  committee  of  examination,  most  of  the  south-western  mate* 
wire  represent!  d. 

lIoWAsn  C'or.i.EisE  has  during  the  past  year  been  slowly  increasing  its 
endowment.  It  has  adopted  a  new  plan  of  scholarships,  more  fully  detail- 
ed in  the  Secretary's  lb-port.  If  this  can  be  successfully  carried  out.it 
must  immensely  tend  to  educate  the  denomination,  bringing  together  not 
only  funds,  hut  what  i«  equally  necessary  lo  the  imcfulncss  of  an  Institu- 
tion of  leaming.n  liirtre  number  of  students;  In  this  movement,  it  appeals 
not  only  to  the  liherality  of  the  denomination,  but  also  to  an  enlightened 
sell  intere<t ;  at  the  same  time  if  is  only  by  all  Baptists  in  the  State  unit- 
ing heartily  and  liberally  in  it.  thai  it  can'be  successful. 

Thus  far  this  Institution  has  succeeded  beyond  what  its  friends  could 
hnveantteii'iited.  At  the  present  moment  the  total  amount  of  its  indebt- 
edness is  $800  ie-s  than  tic  interest  due.  But  vet  il  it  enn  now  hccninCA 
centre,  aiouml  which  the  Baptists  of  the  State  will  unite,  it  can  easily  be 
made  of  more  than  ten  fold  its  present  value  to  the  Baptists. 

I  ho  whole  power  is  in  the  hands  of  the  denomination.  Let  all  unite, 
and  make  this  such  an  Institution  of  learning  under  religious  guidance  an 
.-'.jail  meet  the  highest  hopes  and  wishes  of  every  Baptist.  We  have  num- 
bers nnd  wealth,  and  at  least  it  [y  hoped  the  thirst  for  education  nnd  piety 
oi  our  youth. 

■  For convenience,  and  to  lay  this  subject  before  the  denomination  as  it 
truly  is.  we  quote  the  language  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Cahawha  As- 
sociation at  its  recent  session, 

"  Be  believe  the  time  for  thin  ha>  mv>  arrived;  that  by  a  judicious  con- 
centrated and  earnest  effort,  the  wholo  strength  of  the  denomination  can 
l>o  completely  enlisted  ami  united  in  this  enterprise.  Efforts  should  at 
once  ho  made  to  secure  to  the  holy  work  of  religious  education,  through 
the  means  of  this  Institution,  the  co-operation  of  the  highest  wisdom  and 
ripest  experience  of  the  state,  the  affections  of  every  section,  and  an  rn- 
•  lownicnt  adequate  to  carry  on  this  work  in  a  becoming  and  liberal  spirit, 
lerliaps  there  are  individuals  whom  tho  Lord  has  blessed  with  wealth, 
who  may  fee]  it  the  noblest  legacy  tlmy  can  leave  their  families  to  endow 
i-rolcssorslups  in  their  own  names,  thus  to  distant  ages,  and  who*  all 


other  property  has  changed  hands,  ami  cannot  be  identified,  securing  to 
their  families  tlio  richest  of*  all  inheritances,  the  remembrance  of  a  nobte 
deed,  doing  the  world  and  the  denomination  good  as  long  as  time  shall 
lust.  We  believe  that  Churches  and  Associations  should  do  what  they 
can  to  further  the  work,  and  could  the  whole  of  what  has  been  alluded  to, 
be  curried  out,  we  are  convinced  that  $100,000  easily  could,  and  at  once 
ought  to  he  raised  for  an  endowment,  and  when  it  con  bo  ascertained  to 
our  satisfaction,  either  through  the  Convention  or  otherwise,  that  the 
Churches  and  Associations  generally  are  ready  to  engage  in  the  work*,  we 
will  be  ready  fairly  to  do  our  lull  proportion  of  this  sum,  mid  if  it  is  thought 
best,  wo  will  ourselves  put  an  agent  in  the  held  to  raisn  whatever  of  it  be- 
longs to  us." 

The  question  for  this  body  to  consider  is,  what  action  it  in  proper  to 
take  upon  the  proposition  herein  .submittal.  It  will  be  observed  that  it  is 
proposed  that  §100,000  be  raised.  We  do  not  desire  to  forestall  the 
wishes  of  the  Convention:  we  would  rather  leave  the  question  to  he  an- 
swered, by  proportions  from  the  different  Associations  and  Churches 
through  tin-  delegate?:  here  assembled,  and  propose  that  asullicient  space 
of  time  should  ho  allowed  alter  the  reading  of  this  report,  in  which  those 
wlio  are  in  favor  id' carrying  out  this  plan  of  endowment  should  havuop- 
pnriunity  of  expressing  lie   degree  to  which  tiny  are  prepared  to  do  so. 

With  regard  inoro  particularly  now  to  the  Theological  Department.  At 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention,  there  were  six  students  preparing  lor 
the  Ministry.  This  number  has  since  increased  to  twelve,  six  new  stu- 
dents having  entered  within  the  past  year. 

The  education  is  of  course  gratuitous,  and  the  only  question  is,  how  to 
make  the  benefits  of  the  endowment  available  to  the  greatest  number  ef 
the  future  Ministers  of  our  Church  s. 

Wo  cannot  make  Ministers.  We  cannot  even  by  any  education,  be- 
stow the  most  important  qualifications  and  (dements  of  ministerial  suc- 
cess. These  are  gifts  bestowed  by  grace.  That  c  location  can  and  does 
increase  very  greatly  the  usefulness  of  pious  intelligent  ministers,  there 
will  he  mi  question  in  this  Convention.  Cod  works  through  means,  lie 
calls  through  His  Churches.  Let  Ministers  then,  whili  they  pray  the 
Lord  of  the  Harvest  to  send  forth  laborers,  Match  and  encourage  those 
suitable,  to  commence  a  c  airse  id'  study.  A  list  of  all  such  in  each  Church 
or  Association,  if  sent  to  the  Theological  Department  of  Howard  College, 
('I'.  l\  Curtis)  might  lead  to  highly  important  results  in  many  esses. — 
Notwithstanding  the  increased  expenditure  of  the  past  year,  we  have  paid 
op  every  debt  to  the  present  moment.  Still  we  have  but  the  trilling  b.vl- 
ancfl  of  about  S'Jfi  unappropriated  in  the  Treasury  to  meet  all  the  demands 
for  the  current  year.  We  do  not,  however,  believe  that  the  Churches  ever 
will  allow  a  young  man  to  be  deterred  from  an  education  who  promises 
usefulness  in  the  Christian  Ministry,  for  the  luck  of  means.  We  under- 
stand that  one  brother  out  of  earnest  love  to  this  great  work,  and  con- 
nected with  the  Alabama  Association,  proposes  himself  to  actus  agent 
during  a  portion  of  the  coming  year,  to  secure  permanent  funds  to  meet 
this  exigency.     We  bid  him  Cod  speed  in  this  excellent  work. 

As  a  denomination,  wo  have  embarked  in  the  great  work  of  religions 
education, — the  education  id'  the  youth  of  both  sexes,  and  of  the  rising 
ministry.  The  cause  is  of  Cod,  and  we  feel  confident  it  will  go  forward. 
Nothing  would  tend  so  much  to  increase  the  prosperity  of  this  latter  de- 
partment at  this  juncture,  as  the  carrying  out  ol  the  plan  alluded  to  by 
the  C.ihawba  Association.  In  view,  therefore,  of  the  exigencies  of  the 
whole  cause,  at  this  crisis,  we  conclude  by  recommending  the  passage  of 
the  three  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  brethren  of  the  Tuskcgeo  end  Liberty  Associa- 
tions deserve  the  esteem  of  the  denomination  lor  their  spirited  exertions 
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to  establish  Associational  Schools  of  n  high  order,  and  we  earnestly  bid 
them  much  success  in  their  noble  ami  pious  undertaking. 

2.  llemlvtd,  That  a  special  committee  of  three  he  appointed  to  corres- 
pond with  brethren  all  over  the  state,  and  if  advisable,  take  any  further 
appropriate  measures  at  once  to  secure  tho  ends  alluded  to  in  the  propo- 
sition  of  the  Cahawba    Association. 

3.  lie  olvcd,  That  wo  at  once  attempt  to  raise  tho  sum  of  $35,000  for  a 
permanent  endowment  of  the  Presidency  of  this  Institution,  in  the  spirit 
and  uudcr  tho  provisions  above  alluded  to.

••ul.irly  religions  knowledge,  must  be  admitted  by  all  No  longer  cm  it  bo  pre. 
it  mini,  that  ignorance  w  the  mother  of  devotion;  or  that  rcnl  knowledge  can  be 
injurious  to  any  port  ion  nf  a  community,  Kxpcrioncc  (caches  that  tlir  mom  ig- 
norant men  arc,  the  more  liahlu  lltcy  arc  to  violence  and  excess;  and  to  be  led 
astray  by  the  p.  r-i -inns  example  of  the  already  vicious  and  designing.  The  good 
of  society  in  gen  Ml,  and  of  each  member  in  particular,  therefore,  demands  that 
we  should  ho  diffuse  religion*  knowledge  that  all  men,  hut  more  especially  the  ris. 
ing  generation,  may  he  influenced  to  practice  virtue  ami  avoid  vice.  How  thin 
can  be  most  successfully  done,  is  a  question  which  demands  our  most  serious  con.

I>!e  e.lasH,  and  in  three  months  was  rejoicing  in  the  love  of  tJo.l.  In  one  of  these 
schooln  there  wan  n  Bible  cIhw  numbering  1H.  Four  nf  these  were  professors  of  re. 
ligion.  In  about  three  months  the  remaining  1  I  embraced  the  Saviour.  Another 
man  of  more  information  than  most  of  his  neighbors,  joined  a  class  for  the  pur. 
pose,  as  ho  afterwards  stated,  of  arguing  against  the  truth  of  the  Christian  reli- 
gion. In  about  a  year  ho  made  a  public  attestation  to  its  truth.  It  is  useless  to 
say  that  that  dear  brother  in  now  happy,  and  blessing  God  that  he  ever  sup. 
treated  to  him  the  idea  of  doing  good  in  this  way.

During  the  ensuing  year  the  number  oi  colpor- 
teurs will  be  much  increased,  and  unless  tin'  funds  <>f  the  society  arc  also 
much  increased,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  supply  1 1 1 i m  demand,  together 
with  other  calls  upon  tho  Hoard,  without  incurring  liabilities  which  might 
embarrass  its  operations  in  future,  This,  of  course,  tho  Board  will  not  do. 
Theyroly,  however,  with  confidence,  upon  tin1  benevolence  and  christian 
liberality  of  tho  friends  of  the  Bible  for  the  means  of  carrying  on  the  no- 
ble work  to  which  the  Society  has  pledged  itself.
